As every book must have a preface, perhaps I 
cannot commence better than by relating the origin 
of my Enigmas. 

Some five years ago, a copy of one in this 
collection was handed. to' .mQ/j^t^olve, with these 



words — '^ A friend at Wimj^r Hid* this from the 




palace, said to be wTOf(34;H|y ;the5;Queen for the 
royal children/^ It was^'^^iSj at the time, and laid 
by in my desk, until the winter before last, when 
three kindred spirits having met, I produced it for 
their amusement. The enigma disposed of, it was 
proposed we should emulate her Majesty, and after 
various trials it was agreed that, as possessing the 
most perseverance, I should produce two or three 
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for their amusement next time we met. Conse- 
quently, '^ Salisbury/' '^ Worcester/' and '^Strat- 
ford-on-Avon,'' were compiled ; from that time, one 
by one were jotted down until forty were com- 
pleted, and they having proved a source of great 
interest and stimulus to study to two young girls 
in whose advancement I was interested, I thought, 
if printed, they might act equally beneficially on 
others, and having made a considerable extension 
of their number, now oifer them to tutors as a 
means of combining instruction with amusement, 
by exciting curiosity and stimulating research. 

The compilation of solutions, fully illustrated 
with comprehensive descriptions by senior pupils, 
will be found to test practically their attainments 
in general knowledge; while the pastime afibrded 
by the Enigmas, merely as riddles to be guessed, 
may gradually induce in the youngest a desire to 
seek for information. 

Careful selection has been made to introduce 
such subjects of general interest as will call forth 
the greatest variety of research; and the pleasing

excitement of obtaining accurate and well defined 
descriptions of persons and tilings will be found 
to promote a method of digesting information to its 
most interesting particulars, and correct the super- 
ficial tone acquired by hasty and inattentive reading, 
which sometimes tends to vain conceit, from ill- 
grounded knowledge. 

Thorough acquaintance with every subject is 
not, however, requisite for the purpose of general in- 
telligence 3 as, for example, the young inquirer needs 
not to be a geologist to find out and understand 
that ''Miocene'^ is the middle part of the tertiary 
or upper division of the earth's crusts, or strata; 
nor be intimately acquainted with aU the details 
of modem French history to learn the origin of the 
Vendean Wars, and that the incidents in them 
form the subject of the interesting memoirs of the 
Marquise de RochejacqueUne; neither does it require 
proficiency as an archaeologist to become acquainted 
with the singular utihty of the Rosetta stone in 
furnishing a key to the Egyptian hieroglyphics ; but 
sufficient information may be collected to create an 
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interest in subjects tliat would otherwise be passed 
without notice; and a good conversational know- 
ledge thus be acquired^ such as should be the dis- 
tinctive mark of every well-educated gentlewoman. 

It is true that the range of ordinary educational 
works will not provide material for comprehensive 
solutions to all the enigmas, but their deficiencies 
can be readily supplied by the tutor, or found with 
little research in many popular works on the various 
subjects of history, biography, etc. Maunder's 
Treasuries; Knight's Cyclopaedias; Markham's, 
Lord's, and Smith's Histories; Stewart's, Sulli- 
van's, and Hughes' Geographies, may be mentioned 
as being well adapted, by their clearness of arrange- 
ment and correctness, for the purpose. 

A specimen of the manner in which it is recom- 
mended that the solutions should be given is added, 
and will show plainly the great utility to be derived 
from adopting this mode of discuraive study.

little fish, and its delicate flavour, cause it 
to be much esteemed. 

R. ROSETTA, A. 

A town in Egypt, long. 30^ degrees E. ; 
where the French, in 1798, found a stone 
with three inscriptions on it, one in the 
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Egyptian hieroglypliics, one in the Encho- 
rial^ or characters of the country^ and the 
third in Ghreek letters; from the last, a 
key has been found for the meaning of 
much of the hieroglyphic characters. The 
stone was taken from the French by the 
English in 1807, and is now in the British 
Museum. 

YSSBL, 

A river of Germany and Holland, rising in 
Westphalia, runs north by Zutphen, and 
falls into the Zuyder Zee. There is also a 
department of Holland of this name.
